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War-lime Research into Bacteriology 


of Wounds.—I 
HE bacteriology of wounds includes two main subjects, gas 
angrene and sepsis. Gas gangrene has fortunately been 


too rare in England in the present war to be studied very 
much. Most of our knowledge of its bacteriology dates from the 
last war Since then, the protective power of sulphonamide 
drugs has been demonstrated in animal experiments, and 
antitoxins more powerful than any of the last war have been 
developed. Both await testing on humans 

Related to gas gangrene is tetanus, another rare disease 
since the last war, active immunization with tetanus toxoid has 
been introduced and many soldiers are now immunized before 
they go on active service It will be difficult to test the efficacy 
of toxoid, because the older antitoxin prophylaxis of the last 
war 1s so good that surgeons will continue to use it regardless of 
whether their patients have been immunized with toxoid or not 

Ihe second and more active field of bacteriological research 
offered by the wounds of this war is that of sepsis. Sepsis is rare 
in peace time, but becomes more important in war, when wounds 
are big and open. Most peace-time wounds are made by a surgeon 
in the theatre Chey are sewn up while still on the operating 
table, and are at once covered with sterile dressings which remain 
on for from five to eight days, by which time incisions have 
venerally healed by first intention, so that no wound remains to 
become infected. Road accidents and industrial accidents main 
tain a small supply of open wounds which may suppurate, and 
these are probably treated in a special ‘ septic ward.’ 

In war time, any surgical ward may suddenly become a septic 
ward, full of wounds which cannot heal by first intention because 
they are too big or because they are already infected. In spite 
of the technical improvements of surgery and the success of the 
new sulphonamide drugs, sepsis still causes some deaths and 
amputations, and delays healing; and it causes many minor 
troubles as well. Tonsillitis, septic sore throats and quinsies; 
septic fingers and arms, pustules and cellulitis; boils, carbuncles 
and abscesses; scarlet fever; possibly rheumatic fever; and the 
various chronic diseases associated rather vaguely with ‘ focal 
sepsis,’ which may not reveal themselves for some years—any of 
these may be caused by the bacteria responsible for the 
suppuration of wounds 

Some of these ailments are common among nurses, who 
undoubtedly contract many of them in the course of their work 
among septic wounds. In one ward recently studied, in a period 
of six weeks there were among the ward staff five septic fingers 
all due to a strain of streptococci at that time epidemic among the 


wounds in the ward. Three nurses whose hands became infected 
had to go off duty, at a time when the ward was particularly 
busy If patients contract minor infections in a ward, they 
usually recover and are discharged, and the history of their later 
vears is seldom followed; but among nurses, who are equally 


at risk, some of the after effects of infection may be more obvious. 


How and When Infected? 

here are many research questions about sepsis which interest 
pathologists, but nurses will be chiefly interested in the big 
veneral questions of how and when wounds become infected, 
and what can be done to prevent infection. Let us consider the 
state of knowledge about these matters at the end of the last 
war, in about 1919. The most important cause of wound infection 
was well recognized at that time to be the Streptococcus pyogenes, 
an organism which is easily cultivated on artificial culture media 
and easily recognized. Next in importance is the Staphylococcus 
pPvogenes, equally easily isolated and recognized. 

In 1919, Streptococcus pyogenes was known to inhabit throats, 
but its relationship to sore throats and scarlet fever was not 
settled until after 1923. Staphylococcus pyogenes was known to 
cause boils and carbuncles and osteomyelitis, and was generally 
described as an inhabitant of about 5 per cent. of normal human 
skins. It was well known that both organisms might produce 
septicaemia, which was the most important complication of 
wounds, particularly of compound fractures. 

Bacteriologists of the last war made cultures from early wounds 
and from wounds of some weeks duration, and found that the

the age of the wound. Results obtained last vear, in the presens§ 


war, show that the same is still true. 
It is unlikely that pyogenic (or pus producing) cocci ar 


introduced into wounds at the time of their infliction, or thay 


they reach wounds in some mysterious way from the circulating 
blood. Neither of these explanations has any good evidence t 
support it. The most probable explanation of failure to cultivat, 
pyogenic cocci from early wounds is that they are not in thos 
wounds. Moreover, it has been demonstrated that many wounds 
become infected from their surroundings in hospital 


The Importance of Types 

Between 1919 and 1939, 20 vears of research taught us mucl 
about the normal habitats of streptococci and staphylococci, an 
about the diseases that they produce. One of the most important 
discoveries of the last decade was made by the late Dr. F. Griffit} 
when he showed that strains of Streptococcus pyogenes are not 
all alike, but that upwards of 30 different tvpes can be recognized 
Dr. Griffith's discovery enables a_ bacteriologist to label a 
strain of streptococci and recognize it when it turns up in fresh 
or unexpected situations. An example will show the importane: 
of this 

During November and December, 1940, and the first fortnight 
of January, 1941, a survey was made of the streptococci in wounds 
and throats in a certain surgical ward. On January 12, 10 patients 
with burns of the face and hands, who had been injured in a 
London bomb incident on the day before, were admitted to the 
ward. The burns of five of these men were heavily infected with 
a streptococcus of Type 4/24, which had not previously been 
encountered in the ward. It is probable that these men received 
their infection from a common source either in London or shortly 
after admission to the ward; swabs were not taken from them 
until about 48 hours after admission 

An eleventh man, also burned on the face and hands, was 
admitted on the same day as the 10 from London, a few hours 
after he had been burned. Within 48 hours he, too, was heavily 
infected with streptococci of the same type. Within a few days 
the throats of these six men with facial burns became heavily 
charged with streptococci of the same type, which must therefore 
have been sprayed generously into the air of the ward 

During the following seven weeks, streptococcus Type 4/24 
was obtained from 18 throats and four wounds in the ward 
Fortunately this strain was apparently not a very dangerous one 
for on!yv three of the thoats, including one in a nurse, were sore 
and none of the four wounds suffered much damage from their 





infection. 

Dr. Griffith’s discovery has made work of this kind possible 
Before the present war, it had enabled the late Professor Okell 
and Dr. S. D. Elliott, and Drs. V. D. Allison and W. A. Brown 
and several others to trace and measure the ‘ cross infection’ 
that takes place in scarlet fever, children’s and ear-nose-and- 
throat wards. Now, during the war, general surgical wards are 
receiving the same kind of attention 

Examples of this kind of work could be multiplied. Here is 
another. On November 22, cultures were made from the surface 
of a ward bath Some colonies of Streptococcus pyogenes were 
obtained, belonging to a type known to be present in the wounds 
of two patients only in the ward at the time. One of these 
patients was taking frequent baths. It is a fair guess that the 
streptococci found in the bath came from her, although at the 
time nearly 70 per cent. of the wounded patients in the ward 
were infected with haemolytic streptococci and several others 
were taking baths. 

Another example is that of a man with a badly lacerated arm 
and fractured radius who was admitted on January 8. For 
nearly a month swabs taken repeatedly from his arm failed to 
vield Streptococcus pyogenes, until, on February 5, a streptococcus 
belonging to Type 13 appeared for the first time and in large 
numbers. On this day, the patient became ill, with a temperature 
of 101° F. He remained ill and feverish until March 23, when a 
collection of streptococcal pus was released at operation. 
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When this man first became infected, he was soaking his arm 
daily in an arm bath. Two other patients in the ward, both with 
burned hands heavily infected with a Type 13 streptococcus, 
were at the time undergoing similar treatment. There is, of 
course, no proof that infection was in this case actually spread 
by the arm baths, but such an explanation is possible, if not 
probable, the more so. because at that time the method of 
sterilizing arm baths was questionable. 

Eleven other patients in this ward acquired infection with 
lype 13 streptococci while under observation, besides the five 
finger lesions already mentioned. Apart from the one man with 
a compound fracture of the radius, none of the patients were 
seriously affected by their infections; which illustrates a point 
fundamental to the understanding and control of the spread of 
infection. Dangerous pyogenic cocci may do little harm in nine 
cases out of 10, and yet make the tenth very seriously 1ll 

It follows from this that even very small wounds in which 
infection is not apparently serious must be regarded as potential 
whence other wounds may become more seriously 
infected. Those trying to prevent infection in wards must realize 
that all infected wounds are reservoirs, and a risk both to patients

4 wound which is already infected with bacteria of one kind 
mav become more dangerous if other, more virulent, kinds later 
grow in it rhere is, therefore, no justification for relaxing 
precautions because a wound is already infected. It is possible 
that in some of the ‘ septic wards’ of peace time, people have 
felt that the wounds are infected anvway, and that therefore 
strict attention to dressing technique may be less important than

The work of many people, and especially 
of Célonel L. Colebrook, has made it clear that throats are 
probably the primary reservoir from which all streptococcal 
infection originally derives 

Throat carriers can be detected only by throat swabbing, which 
is impossible as a universal routine. Moreover, by the time that 
a batch of throat swabs has been examined, the distribution of 
have changed Those carrving to-day may not 
to-morrow, and by to-morrow some not carrving to-day may 
have become carriers. It is clear, therefore, that any measures 
to protect wounds from throats must be applied as thougi 
everybody in the neighbourhood of a wound were a carrie) 

Streptococci escape from the throat of a carrier in droplets of 
moisture expelled in talking and particularly in sneezing and 
coughing. The droplets are small, but can be seen and photo- 
graphed if suitably illuminated. One droplet may contain a very 
large number of dangerous bacteria. Most of these droplets fall 
more or less vertically; few of them are projected more than a 
foot or two horizontally; so that wounds, or objects like bowls 
of saline or instruments which lie below the level of the mouth 
and in front of it are very liable to become heavily contaminated 
Masks which cover the nose and mouth and reach well under the 
chin, and made impervious by the inclusion of a laver of paper, 
effectively protect wounds and sterile materials against droplets 

Droplets which fall on to the floor or the bedclothes will dry 
leaving a nucleus of solid matter which contains, the bacteria of 
the droplet. The dried droplet nuclei are added to the dust 
Streptococcus pyogenes dried in dust has been shown to remain 
alive for six months or more. Indeed, drving is one of the best 
preservatives of bacterial life; bacteriologists nowadays keep 
many of their stock cultures dried in tubes. Dust is therefore 
another important reservoir of infection which must be discussed 
but there are other dangers associated with throat carriers. 

rhroat carriers may be nose carriers as well. In any case, their 
handkerchiefs are likely to be very contaminated, and so are their 
fingers. A bacteriologist feels most unhappy when he sees a pair 
of scissors and a pocket handkerchief side by side together behind 
the bib of an apron.

One would 
hestitate to spread a visible contamination, such as faecal matter,

HESE photographs were taken 

in an emergency hospital where 

equipment and facilities are 
anything but ideal, and use had to 
be made of available materials. 
Nevertheless the technique has been 
proved satisfactory by exhaustive 
bacteriological tests at each stage; 
it has the advantage of simplicity in 
method and requirements, and is 
economical in materials and labour. 
The greatest economy in time and 
labour is effected if two nurses work 
together ; the assistant can be a 
junior nurse but the one doing the 
dressing should always be experienc- 
ed. By this team work the junior 
becomes drilled in the technique, and 
in due time can be -responsible 
for the whole. Thus a continuous 
supply of well-trained staff can be 
kept up. The principle is the same 
as that employed in theatre team 
work.

_Cheatle’s forceps shown on the 


trolley and rests their handles on 
the edge of the bowl. One instru- 
ment can then be picked up without 
touching another. (This arrangement 
can be seen below left.) Should 
any part of an instrument touch 
anything which might carry infection 
the instrument is at once discarded. 


Centre right: All soiled dressings are 
placed directly into a covered bin 
beside the trolley. This bin is carried 
from bed to bed and need not be 
emptied between each dressing. The 
assistant lifts the lid and replaces 
it as required throughout the whole 
procedure, as, indeed, she lifts and 
replaces all other lids.

N March 1, 1941, Victor Knight, aged 10 years, was 
O admitted to D.1 ward of Hammersmith Hospital with a 
history of having walked on a pointed watch key on 
February 20 The wound became septic and for three days 
his mother treated it. On February 26 the patient complained 
of backache and he was restless at night. On March 1, 10 days 
after the accident, his jaws became rigid. The medical practitioner 
was in and, diagnosing tetanus, ordered his immediate 
admission to hospital, where he was admitted into a warm bed, 
in a semi-darkened room, in charge of a special nurse. ‘ Silence ’ 
notices were put on the doors in the vicinity. 

First observations of the patient were that he had photophobia 
before he entered the darkened room, his face was flushed, risus 
sardonicus was present and muscular rigidity marked. He 
was his mind was lucid, and his temperature was 
99°F., pulse 120 and respirations 24 a minute. Thirty minutes 
after admission the first true spasm of tetanus occurred. There 
was marked opisthotonos, the teeth were clenched, and there 
were convulsive movements throughout the body, and double 
incontinence. The patient frothed at the mouth and tongue 
would have protruded. This attack lasted for 10 minutes. For 
the nursing care of the patient during a spasm the nurse must 
have a mouth tray by the bed with a strong padded spatula 
and tooth props; she must keep the patient in the middle of the 
bed; she must have warm linen at hand, and other requisites 
for changing an incontinent patient. 

Complete exhaustion followed this spasm, the symptoms of 
which were a rapid, weak pulse, shallow respirations and cyanosis. 
Oxygen and carbon dioxide was given nasally for 10 minutes, 
and the patient was kept warm by hot-water bottles and blankets. 
After the spasm paraldehyde, 3ili, was given per rectum with 
good etlect.

Avertin to be given in large doses and Coramine, 5c.c., to be 
drawn up into a syringe in case the patient failed to tolerate the 
large dose of Avertin. During unconsciousness he was to be given 
saline with glucose 5 per cent., either rectally or intramuscularly 

Nurse prepared a rectal tray, which was kept at hand for 
giving the Avertin, also the requirements for giving rectal or 
intramuscular saline and glucose. The temperature was charted 
four-hourly, and the pulse and respirations half-hourly. We 
later knew an increasing pulse rate to be a sign of the oncoming 
of a spasm. 

Meanwhile the patient’s body weight had been estimated 
at five stone, or approximately 32 kilogrammes. This informa- 
tion had been dispatched to the pharmacist with the order 
for Avertin. The pharmacist supplied the Avertin solutions and 
a centigrade thermometer, with directions not to use the solution 
if it changed colour. 

A severe spasm occurred again, so after the patient had been 
treated, changed, and had settled down, Avertin, 120 c.c. heated 
to 40° centigrade, was checked and given per rectum. An 
assistant was required for 20 minutes to keep the patient still 
while the Avertin was being administered. Almost immediately 
afterwards he lapsed into an unconscious state, and there was 
slight muscular relaxation. The Coramine, 5c.c., was ready for 
administration if required. Saline and glucose five per cent. was 
started by the drip method per rectum, and a chart kept recording 
all fluid intake.

rhis was the first of many days in which the serious condition 
of the patient caused grave concern. All duties in the sick room 
were performed by the nurse on duty; even the opening and 
shutting of the door became an art to the few people allowed 
admission. It was a fortunate period during which there were 
no heavy air raids. Gunfire did cause muscular twitching in a 
later period, and we found plugging his ears helped. 

On the second day Avertin, 80c.c., was administered with 
instant effect. Three severe spasms occurred during the day and 
complete exhaustion followed each spasm. Saline and glucose 
feeding was discontinued rectally and started intramuscularly, 
the needle being changed each time a little oedema occurred. 
It was discontinued during a spasm, but recommenced as soon 
as possible. The pulse suddenly increased to 160 beats per 
minute and respirations to 88 on this second evening... The 
doctor who was informed of this change, ordered M. and B. 693, 
soluble, to be given intramuscularly to arrest pneumonia 
symptoms. 

On the third day the patient was allowed to become conscious 
in order to feed him with more nourishing fluids by mouth 
His first request was for tea; this we gave him well sweetened 
with glucose. He had difficulty in swallowing, but with a little 
persuasion, co-operated well, and later in the day he took milk 
and glucose.

Final Supplementary for Mental Nurses, First Paper, Question 1.—Describe 
the cerebral hemispheres and indicate the functions of the various areas. 
The two cerebral hemispheres are composed of grey cellular 
matter, 7.e., nerve and glia cells, and white or nerve matter fibres. 
The grey matter is distributed to a depth of a quarter of an inch 
over the whole surface, which is convoluted, and as ganglia 
at the base, the principal ones being the thalami and striate 
rhe fibres link up various areas to each other; they 
also run to and from the spinal cord. A thick band of fibres, the 
corpus callosum, connects the hemispheres at the base \bove 
this is the longitudinal fissure running from before backwards. 
Depressions, or fissures, divide each hemisphere into frontal, 
parietal, occipital and temporal lobes. A fifth lobe, or island 
of Reil, lies within the sylvian fissure which separates the temporal 
from the parietal lobe. The Rolandic, or central fissure, separates 
the frontal and parietal lobes. The parieto-occipital fissure 
separates the parietal and occipital lobes, There is an irregular 
cavity in each hemisphere, the lateral ventricle. It extends 
from near the tip of the frontal pole to the occipital pole, a horn 
passing into the temporal lobe. The ventricles are lined with a 
specialised epithelium, the ependynia ventriculorum. 

The choroid plexus, or body, formed of a network of blood 
capilliaries, lies within the ventricles,and secretes cerebro-spinal 
fluid. The ventricles are enclosed on their mesial aspect by the 
septum lucidum. 

Ihe hemispheres have three coverings or meninges. (1) The 
pia mater, closely following all convolutions, carries arterial 
vessels, and a prolongation enters the ventricles from the pos- 
terior basal aspect and becomes the choroid body. (2) The 
arachnoid mater consists of a fine membrane which does not follow 
the eonvolutions but confines the cerebro-spinal fluid outside the 
pia mater. (3) The dura mater is arranged in two layers, one over 
the brain surface, the other lining the skull. A double layer, the 
falx cerebri, dips into the longitudinal fissure; another, the 
tentorium cerebelli, separates the cerebrum from the cerebellum
